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District No. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Effie E. Allard, of 
East Brownfield, Me. Number of pupils registered, 7; daily 
attendanc?, 6. Length of term, 8 weeks. Wages, including 
board, $5.00. ‘his was Miss Allard’s first*term of teaching 
school. She kept an excellent school; good order reigned and 
she was much liked by scholars and parents. We predict 
that she will make one of our best teachers. 

The winter term was taught by .Miss Louise S. Eastman 
of Brownfield, Me. Length of termn, 12 weeks. Number of 
pupils r: gistered, 6; a-erage attendance, 3. Wages, includ- 
ing board, $3.59. Miss Eastman kept a good school and the 
scholars made good progress Cost ot wood, $7.50. 


District No 2. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Louise KH. 
Spencer of Chatham. Length of term, 21 weeks. Number of 
pupils. 11; average, 9. Wages, including board, $5 50.
